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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 40-49 are currently pending in the present application. In the Office 
ction mailed April 7, 2005, claims 4048 were rejected. Applicant respectfully 
traverses the rejection. Claims 41-48 have been amended and no new matter has been 
added. 

Rejection under 25 USC § 112 

Claims 41-48 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 41-48 depended from previously canceled 
claims. Claims 41-48 have been amended to depend from claims which are presently 
in the case. No new matter has been added. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 40-43 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 5, 5, and 5 respectively, of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,685.672 in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,575,932 (O'Brien et al.). The 
applicant respectfully traverses the rejection. 

In the interests of expediting prosecution of the present application, applicant 
submits herewith a terminal disclaimer to overcome the aforementioned non-statutory 
double patenting rejections with respect to claims 40-43. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 49 is allowable for which the Examiner is 
respectfully thanked.
